Even though the company has 
been granted a relatively high j 
1 priority rating for materials used 


In 
reptira. ft has been 
experiencing delay bk securing 
such materials because of tíie 
shortage of such items and the 
fact that the A-IO rating assign­ 
ed to the telephone Industry in­ 
cludes the bulk of all industry 
and business. 
As an example of the existing 
shortages in metals used in mak­ 
ing materials and equipment for

Shock referred to the recent ac­ 
tion of the Priorities Division of 
the Office of Production Man­ 
agement which placed rigid con­ 
trols over copper and brass.
